Washington, M a y 16,—Senator Gore 


today took steps to relieve the school 
fund of Oklahoma, which will be ser­ 
iously hit by the supreme court decis­ 


ion exempting Indian lands. He in­ 
troduced an amendment to the Indian 
appropriation bill providing for the 
payment of $300,000 for the common 
schools in Eastern Oklahoma in view 


of the non-taxableness of the Indian 
lands. 


In past years the Federal govern­ 
ment authorized appropriations in this 
amount for the schools of Oklaho­ 
ma because the lands of the Indians 
whose children 
were 
being 
taught 
were non-taxahle. In 
1008 
the 
act 
was passed removing tile restriction 
on lands of Indians of less than half 
Indian blood and making their lands 
taxable 
and 
subsequently 
federal 
contributions to the Oklahoma public 
schools ceased. 
Now that the supreme court has 
decreed a large part of the Indian 
lands nontaxable, Senator Gore will 
endeavor to restore the $300,000 state 
school appropriation. 
It is estimated by the Indian office 
here that nearly 8,000,000 acres of 
land 
are affected 
by 
the 
supreme 
court decision. The department offi 
cial$ are not commenting on the sit 
nation in Oklahoma caused by the de 
cision. but refer all inquiries to the 
Five, Tribes Commission at Muskogee 
which had all the facts on tap.
